“Loam on Policies' ' 

42. (1) As an experimental measure for two years irom 
the 1st September 1949 loans may bo granted on the 
security of policies issued under these rules, for which the 
liability devolves on thy Dominion oi India. Such loans 
may be granted on the security ol the policy, otherwise 
unencumbered, upio 90 per cent, oi the surrender value 
thereof, provided, ihe policy has acqmred a minimum 
surrender value of 11s. 76. The loan should be repaid m 
monthly instalments spread over a period varying between 
six months anvl four years as may be fixed by the authority 
sanctioning the loan and in no easy should thy period of 
payment go beyond die date oi maturity of the policy. 
The instalments should be m complete rupees and should 
be paid in cash before the 21st day of the every month 
at the post office selected by thy insurant. Interest will 
be charged on the monthly balances at thy rate of 0} per 
cent, por annum compounding ycuiiy and should be paid 
in one or more instalments of amounts iixed for the 
payment oi the loan before the 21st day ol every month 
subsequent to the month m which the last instalment oi 
loan is repaid. If in any mouth, the amount of instalment 
of loan or interest due lor that month is not paid, penal 
interest at the rate of 8 per cent, per annum will bo 
obarged on that amount, li the amount of loan or interest, 
is allowed to fall into arrears for more than 12 months, 
the Governor General will be entitled to surrender the 
polioy and apply the surrender value thereof in payment 
of the said advance, Interest, penal interest and expenses, 
the balance, if any, of such surrender value being paid to 
the party entitled thereto. 

(2) Application for loan in the prescribed form available 
at any post office should be made to tho Postmuster- 
Goneral of the postal circle m which the applicant is 
residing. The form should be filled in and signed by the 
applicant in the presence of the Postmaster and the 
application togethei with the polioy or policies handed 
over to the Postmaster under receipt. The Postmaster- 
General will, on receipt of the application, verify by a 
reference to the file of correspondence relating to that 
policy whether the policy is free from encumbrances. He 
will, at the same time, ascertain from the Deputy 
Acconntant General, Postal Life Insurance, Calcutta, the 
amount of loan wluoh may be granted on the policy on 
the daty of application and sanction the loan, if admissible, 
on tho conditions stated above, mentioning the number 
of instalments in which the loan is to by repaid. The 
amount of loan should be a multiple of the number of 
instalments to be fixed. A copy of th e sanction with a 
loan bond duly completed should be forwarded to the 
Postmaster concerned with instructions to pay the amount 
to the, applicant on his executing the loan bond. The loan 
bond after its execution should be returned by the Post- 
master and kept with the policy and the application for 
loan in safe custody with tho Postmaster-General. The 
policy should be released to tho insured person or the 
party legally entitled thereto, after ascertaining from the 
Deputy Accountant-General, Postal Life Insurance, 
Calcutta, that the amount of loan and interest have been 
completely repaid. Tho borrower may, at his discretion, 
repay more than one monthly instalment of the loan at a 
time. 

(3) If the insured person wants to surrender the policy 
before repayment of tho loan, he should apply to the 
Postmaster- Goneral, with whom his polioy is kept as 
security, to surrender the policy, adjust the surrender- 
value thereof to the balance of loan and interest due and 
to pay him the balance, if any. On receipt of this 
application the Postmaster-General will take necessary 
steps to stop recovery of further premia and to surrender 
the polioy. 

Note.— The policy, against which loan is taken, should 
always be assigned to the Governor General. If an insured

THE SECOND SCHEDULE ABOVE REFERRED TO 

Scheme for the administration of the Merchant Seamen’s 

Amenities Fund. 

The objects of the Fund shall be to take over from the 
Merchant Seamen’s Amenities Fund Committee all 
monies held by it, and to utilise the same for the purposes 
given below, namely:- 

(i) to provide amenities lor seamen in ports in India 
and to Indian seamen abroad ; 

(li) to do all other things which in the opinion of the 
General Committee of Management may be 
conducive to tho welfare of merchant seamen or 
incidental to the attainment of the above objects 
or any of them. 

2. The objects of the Fund shall extend to all portH in 
India and to ports in foreign countries which are visited 
by Indian seamen. 

h. The assets of the Fund shall be vested in the 
Treasurer of Charitable Endowments under this Soheme. 

4. The Treasurer of Charitable Endowments shall not 
act in the management of administration of this Fund, 
but such management und administration shall he by the 
(Tenoral Committee as hereinafter mentioned and the 
property und the income thei’eof shall be applied in such 
manner as the General Committee may from time to time 
determine in accordance with the Scheme. 

5. For the management and admiuistration of the Fund 
a General Committeo shall be constituted consisting of 
,7 members including a Chairman, a Vice Chairman and 
a Secretary. All these members will be nominated by 
tho Government of India. 

The Secretary shall also be responsible for maintaining 
accounts of tho Fund. 

6. Not less than three members may form a quorum. 
Every matter shall be determined by a majority of votes 
of th e members present and voting on the question. In 
ease of equality of votes the matter shall be decided 
according to the vote of the Chairman. 

7. The General Committee may function notwithstand- 
ing any vacancy in then’ body and notwithstanding that 
uuv person who is entitled to be a member of the Com- 
mittee by reason of his office is not a member for the 
time being, and no act or proceeding of the General Com- 
mittee shall be invalidated merely by reason of the 
happening of any of the ubove events or of any defects 
in tile appointment of any member of the General 
Committeo. 

8. Subject to tho provisions hereof, the General Com- 
mittee may adopt and vary from time to time as they 
think fit rules for conducting iheir business. 

9. The General Committee may appoint a working 
Committee and such officers and staff as they may 
consider necessary. 

10. The General Committee may make bye-laws and 
vary the same for the regulation, management and for any 
olher purpose connected with the execution of the Fund 
hereof. 

11. The General Committee may delegate any of their 
powers to the working Committee or to any one or more 
members of their bod}. The General Committee may 
also delegate to one or more officers of the General Com- 
mittee so far as Rueh delegation relates, in the opinion of 
the General Committee, to merely ministerial acts and 
involves no discretion or is necessary and conformable 1o 
common usage. 

12. The members of the Committee shall not be entitled 
to any remuneration, but shall (where permissible) be 
entitled to bo reimbursed their actual travelling expenses 
in respect of journeys to attend the meetings of the 
Committee undertaken by them for the phrpose of the 
Fund. Tho remuneration of tho staff appointed shall be 
fixed by the General Committee. 

13. All contracts and other assurances shall be in the 
name of the General Committeo and signed on their behalf 
by at least one of the members or by the. Secretary of the 
Fund. 

14. The General Committee may receive any additional 
endowment, donations or other- contributions in augmenta- 
tion of the Fund referred to above or for the 
general purposes of the Fund.

Provided that if a subscriber proves that his wife 
has been iudicially separated from him or has
